very day people die from drunk driving; 
E even more are injured. In fact every 30 

minutes a person dies from this. Junior 
Amanda Munson stated, “It hurts to think that 
after someone you know has been hurt or killed 
from drunk driving, you can still go out and do 
it without being bothered.” 

Parents wonder how their kids get alcohol; the 
law says 21. But buying alcohol is not a problem 
for teens; always a person over 21 is around willing 
to do a favor. Also, 10 million teens buy their own. 

On October 23, Mike Mitchell, a 1992 graduate, 
died in a car accident in which drinking was in- 
volved. The car veered off the road and through 
a house, flipped, and threw Mike out the wind- 
shield. 

One month later, on November 19, Senior Lisa 
Wright flew through a windshield. A passenger in 
a vehicle going 85 mph around a curve with a 25 
mph speed limit, Lisa sustained injuries resulting 
in permanent paralysis. The driver of the car had 
been drinking. 

These two incidents astonished the student body, 
but still some continued to drink and drive. Mike’s 
brother, Jim Mitchell, stated, “My opinion on 
drunk driving hasn’t changed since Mike’s acci- 
dent. I never do it and think it’s pretty stupid. It 
is too bad some people have to learn the hard 
way.” 

Senior Lisa Wright said, “I think drunk driving 
is a horrible and bad thing and nobody should do 
it. But, I’m normal and there are very few teens 
that don’t make mistakes. I’m just one of the few 
that have to pay for my mistake.”

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of a person’s life. The statistics, however, show the 
top three reasons to drink are: depression, bore- 
dom, and to “get high”. Parents think that their 
kids should know better, but in fact fewer than 
one in three parents give their children a clear “‘no- 
use" message about alcohol. Junior Amanda Mun- 
son noted, “My mom has never talked to me about 
drunk driving; she doesn't think she has anything 
to worry about." 

Some 2.6 million teens don't even know that a 
person can die from an overdose of alcohol. Who 
can people blame for this ignorance: the student, 
the parent, the school? Jim Mitchell offered his 
opinion, “Parents shouldn't be held responsible 
for their kids' drunk driving. If the kid is at a party 
they (the parents) don't know what they are do- 
ing." 

Answers are hard to find and everyone points 
a finger, but there has to be a resolution some- 
where. “Adults should have people our age talk to 
us in our language; it would help a lot. If adults 
tell you to do something you are going to do the 
exact opposite," noted Junior Shannon Rueckert. 

The statistics however, are improving. From 
1990-1992, 15-19 year olds involved in fatal acci- 
dents decreased by 13%. And, from 1980-1992 a 
21% decrease in high school seniors reporting any 
alcohol use in the prior month was recorded. 

Lisa Wright commented, “I’d always thought I'd 
be able to have judgment no matter what, but 
there is a point where alcohol can make you lose 
all judgment. I’m living proof it only takes a sec- 
ond."

t the end of the 1992-93 

school year everyone was 

in a panic. The future

ll around this prospering 
community, shops and 
businesses have been 
springing up like the 
boom-towns in California 
in the 1800’s. But, the one difference 
between these two was that the busi- 
nesses had a permanent place in our 
society and were here to stay. 

The village of Birch Run added nu- 
merous stores to the community’s larg- 
est employer, the Outlets at Birch Run. 
Once opened in 1986, it was both help- 
ful and harmful to the city. Although 
the mall didn’t pay taxes to the school, 
they were used to improve the city. (see 
shadow box below) The mall annually 
paid $380,000 in property taxes to the 
local government. Many new busi- 
nesses introduced themselves to the 
community. They included Spad’s Piz- 
za, Shoney’s, 7-Eleven, Saturn Homes, 
and the Varsity Diner. Also, Pizza Hut, 


Meijer, Walmart, Taco Bell, Little 
Caesars Pizza, and Wendy’s proposed 
to start building in the next couple of 
years. 

With all the businesses, many new 
jobs were created for teens. Senior 
Amanda Stevens who worked at Sho- 
ney’s Restaurant enjoyed her job. “We 
serve good food to good people.” Jun- 
ior Meredith Strobel, also joined Sho- 
ney’s crew. “Shoney’s is a Southern 
restaurant that serves Southern food. 
I think that the people want to come 
in and find out what it’s like and how 
it’s run,” remarked Strobel. 

Improvements and expansions were 
also in the works for the town. The 
approved park plan called for produc- 
tion to start in the spring. The land 
purchased was part of the Hayward 
property.

January 11th. The new plan would run 
one mile from 11550 Dixie Highway 
south to Birch Run Road. The esti- 
mated cost of the water plan was to be 
$263,000. 

With many new housing projects, an 
estimated 100 new students could be 
added to the school population in the 
next few years. Lots in the Birchwood 
Acres, near Oak and Beech, sold for 
$16,500 to $22,000. The manufactured 
homes on Maple Road at the Southern 
edge of the village sold for $30,000 to 
$40,000. 

With all the new developments to 
the community, this little town had the 
potential to become the next Saginaw 
or Flint. *I think building up the town 
is a good thing because it would bring 
more business to Birch Run and that 
would mean more money for the 
schools," commented freshman Heidi 
Storck.

The book was printed by Herff- 
Jones, Inc., 6015 Travis Lane, P.O. Box 10, Shaw- 
nee Mission, Kansas. David Loney represented the 
company and Ann Robinson provided customer 


service. 

The theme What Money 
Can't Buy originated with 
staff members Missy Ro- 
voll and Janie Darby who 
attended the Herff-Jones 
yearbook camp at Central 
Michigan University in Ju- 
ly, 1993 and was later 
adapted by the staff. The 
theme reflected the price- 
less attributes of life which 
survived at BRHS despite 
severe financial difficulties 
faced by the school district. 

The cover design was de- 
veloped during summer 
camp and produced by 
Herff-Jones graphic artist 
Craig Simpson. It was fur- 
ther refined during a 
graphics conference in 
East Lansing, Michigan. It 
incorporated the Herff- 
Jones Vista Screen pro- 
gram. Cover material is 
160 board weight paper in 
number 1520 Evergreen 
with applied color number 
23, silver. Laredo grain 
with an added foil stamp in 
F1, silver foil, were also 
used. The binding is 
Smyth sewn. Personalized 
name stamps were 
stamped in F1, silver foil. 
The cover included applied 
colors on both spine and 
back. 

The endsheets of school 
design are printed on 100 
pound Bordeaux paper in 
stock color EX07, Gray. 
Applied colors are number 
950, Black and #350, For- 
est Green. 

The book's 224 pages are 
printed on 100 pound Bor- 
deaux paper with a final 
trim size of 8 1/2 x 11 inch- 
es. The 1994 edition in- 
cludes 16 pages printed 
with spot color #350, For- 
est Green and 16 pages of 
full color. 

The staff selected Cen- 
tury Schoolbook as the ty- 
pestyle used predominant- 
ly in the book. Sizes and 


styles vary from section to section. However, 8 
point Century Schoolbook was used for all cap- 
tions, stories were printed in 10 point. The Brush 
typestyle was incorporated into the cover design, 
endsheet and index. All type was set by Herff-
